A BRILLIANT TIME 


In August I went on a three week trip toIndia, organised by the Girl Guides 
Association and a ‘cultural exchange' orgenisation called Experiment in 
International Living. 


We arrived in Delhi at 2 am after a 9 hour flight and drove to our accommodation 
in a temperature of 29°a! (During the daytime it reaches around 35-40°C - 
usually over 100°F.} We spent our 5 days in Delhi sightseeing, meeting the... 
people and generally becoming used to the food, climate and customs. All of us 
thoroughly enjoyed ourselves - we were made to feel very welcome and were sorry 
to leave, although we were looking forward to our 10 deys,in Bombay, where we'd 
be staying with different families to reelly discover the cultures and the , 
traditional family way of life. I stayed with an upper class Hindi family who 
owned one of the few houses in this overcrowded cosmopolitan city. Their 
wealth - they had 4 servents and a driver-~was emphasised by the extreme poverty 
in the area. We met many of the guide companies in urban and suburban’ Bombay ~ 
who demonstrated their traditional customs, festivals and cultural dances, and. .. 
we also visited several local schools. 


Pune was our next stop - an old colonial hili station which we travelled to by 
train. On the journey we saw evidence of the recent devastating storms: 
railway carriages. in the rivers, and collapsed shacks. 


In Pune we had a very full programme, visiting Sangam, one of the four Girl 
Guide world residential centres; a ‘colony' of working class homes - better 
than most with basic sanitation and a semi-surfaced tracks an orphans SOS 
village and the local Rotary Club who are trying to improve conditions in a 
village about an hour out. of the city. Once again the EIL representatives 
were very friendly and hospitable, making our..stay there, which was in very 
basic accommodation, es comfortable as possible. 


All in all we had a brilliant time in all the places we stayed - in fact four 
of us are already planning our return trip!
